WALL STREET GETS MONEY FROM CUBA 


HAVANA, Cuba, March 29—In a letter to President Mendieta, of 
Cuba, Winthrop Aldrich. of the Chase National Bank, calls attention 
'to.the fact that there is now money in the Cuban treasury and there- 
ifor the Chase National Bank should receive at least the interest on 
money owed it. Aldrich further states that the U. S. Senate has not 
eoncurred in charges that this same debt is illegal and fraudulent.

The campaign includes traveling mov- 
ies, radio stations and libraries. Special songs and literature are being 
prepared for mass mectings.

SOVIETS PLAN HUGE MEDICAL LABORATORIES 


MOSCOW, March 29--A special commission is being appointed 
by the Council of People’s Commissars to complete details of plans 
for a new Palace of Medicine. This new medical combinat will cover - 
1,245 acres and contain 10,000 rooms, of which 8,500 will be laborater- 
ies. It is scheduled for completing in five years. Apartments to’ house 
10,000 persons will be erected nearby, while a library to contain 600,- 
000 volumes is included in the project. 


SAPANESE UNION LEADER TO TOUR U. S. 


TOKIO, Japan, March 29--Kanju Kato has been invited to make a 
lecture tour of the U. S. by the American Federation of Labor Com- 
mittee for Uncmployment Insurance, according to Louis Weinstock, 
the committee's secretary. Kato is chairman of the General Commit- 
tee of Trade Unions of Japan, known as the Japan Federation of 
Labor. He has organized unions and strikes of printers in Tokyo, 
iron workers at the Yawaya Iron Works, and miners in the coal and 
copper fields. His anti-war record is a notable one, having refused to 
fight against the Soviet Union in 1918 when ordered to join the Im- 
perial army in Siberia, and opposed the recent Japanese invasions of 
Manchuria. Harry Bridges, president of the International Longshore- 
man’s Unien in San Francisco will lead a welcoming committee to- 
meet Mr. Isato on his arrival in the United States. 


U.S.S.R. DEPORTS 1,074 CZARIST LAW-BREAKERS 


MOSCOW, March 22---Today 1,074 former oppressors of the Rus- 
sian people, one time, princes, aristocrats, manufacturers, police spies, 
army officers, counts, land-owners, etc., were on their way to eastern 
vegions of the Soviet Union. They were deported as enemies of the 
workers state having been found to have forged passports, illegally 
entered the large cities where they are not allowed, and many of 
them weie members of espionage organizations.

He says he would join this movement if it would 
chang e its title to “League Against War and Fascism 
and Communism”. Undoubtedly Mr. Rowell thinks he 
hag performed the master stroke in astuteness in 

making this answer to the League Against War and 
Fascism. His specious arguments, however, cannot hide 
the’ fact that Mr. Rowell, by his refusal, enrolls him- 
self as one mcre progmperialist agitator. 

In Mr. Rowell’s own paper of March 26th, only one 
day before he wrote his editorial, it is announced that 
Fascist Hitler had offered Sir John Simon of Britain, 
a pact for a united offensive against the Soviet Union. 
The relation between war and fascism here is very 
clear. 

Fascism is no diffe rent from capitalism. It is simply 
that stage of capitalism when the capitalist class re- 
sorts to desperate measures because of its inability to 
solve its problems by any 6ther means but terror and 

war: terror to destroy the workers’ organizations at 
home, so they. cannot prevent capitalism from waging 
successful imperialist war—and imperialist war in or- 
der to take away the foreign markets of other powers 
in an effort to solve their own problems. Thus fascism 
and war are the right’ and left hand of the same mon- 
strous system. 


Where can Mr. Rowell show that the Soviet Union 
has offered anyone any pacts for a war against any 
country, even a capitalist country? On the contrary 
only the U.S.S.R. has stood consistently for a peace pol- 
icy; for complete disarmament, ctc. Mr. Rowell argues 
that the Communists believe in class war. Class war, 
Mr. Rowell, is not a matter of belief, but a fact of life, 
not cf the Communists « choosing, but of the capitalist 
system which the Communists want to abolish. The ul- 
timate aim of the Communists is to abolish classes of 
society and with it, class war, To demand that the 
League.Against War and Fascism shall also struggle 
against Communism because Communists believe in 
class war is obviously an evasion of the request of the 
League that Mr. Rowell take his stand with the anti- 
war clements.
